Mr. Bryac s entire speech was devoted 


to imperialism and , denunciation of the 
McKinley policy. 
He • concluded as fol- 


lows: 


There is an easy, hone?t, honorable solution 


of the Philippine question, it is set forth in 
the democratic platform and it is submitted 
with confidence tc .the American people. This 
plan I unreservedly endorse. If elected, If-ball 
convene congress in extraordinary session as 
.soon as I am inaugurated and recommend an 
immediate declaration of the nation's purpose, 
first, to establish a stable form of government 
in the Philippine islands, just as we are now 
establishing a stable form of government in 
Cuba; second, to give independence to the Fili- 
pinos'just as we have promised to give inde- 
pendence to the Cubans; third, to protect the 
Filipinos from outside interference while they 
work out their destiny, just as we have protect- 
ed the republics of Central and South America 
and are, by the Monroe doctrine, pledged to 
protect Cuba. Aa European protectorate often, 
results in the exploitation of the ward by the 
guardian. An American protectorate gives to 
the nation protected tho advantage of our 
strength, without making it Hie victim of our 
greed. 


For three-quarters of a century the Monroe 


doctrine has been a shield to neighboring re- 
publics and yet it lias imposed no pecuniary 
burden upon us. After the Filipinos had aided 
us in tbe war against Spain, we could not 
honorably turn them over to their former mas- 
ters : we could i:ot leave them to be the victims 
of the ambitious designs of European nations, 
and since we do not desire to make them a part 
of UK or to hold them as subjects, we propose ' 
the only alternative, namely to give them inde- 
pendence and guard them against molestation 
from without.

coming of an universal brotherhood—a repub- 
lic which shakes thrones and dissolves aristoc- 
racies by its silent example and gives light and 
inspiration to those who sit in darkness. Be- 
hold a republicgradually but surely becoming 
the supreme moral factor in the world's pro- 
gress and the accepted arbiter of the world's 
disputes—a republic whoso history, like the 
path of tile just, "is the shining light that sbin- 
eth more and more unto the perfect day."

The average temperature for the state 


was about six degrees higher than that 
of last week, and ranged from seventy- 
eight degrees along the western border 
to sixty-eight degrees over the northern 
counties. Tne earlier part of the week 
was generally cool, but during the 
last 


three days extremely high temperatures 
occurred in all parts of the state, the 
daily maximum ranging generally above 
ninety-five degrees, especially over the 
southern and western counties.

Sunday the temperature at Milwaukee 
reached ninety -six degrees which was the 
highest during the season. 


The rainfall for the week was general- 


ly light, except in the extreme north- 
western counties and in a few localities 
iu the central and southern counties. 
where heavy local etorms 
occurred. 


Hail is reported from a few localities, 
but the damage done was not great. 


The week has been very favorable for 


corn. 
The light and frequent showers 


early in the week kept the soil moist, 
and the high temperatures during the 
latter part of the week caused a remark- 
ably rapid and hardy growth. In some 
sections the growth has been so rapid as 
to weaken the stalk.jand even moderate 
winds have blown clown a considerable 
amount. Generally the crop ia in ex- 
cellent condition and gives promise of a 
large yield.

cut and 


stacked. The latter part of the week 
was favorable for harvesting oats, and 
most of the crop is in the shock.

at once. The only thing which would 
hinder the consummatioD of tha deal 
being the suitability of the quarries for 
the purpose sought. 


TLis is not the first time that CD offor 


has been made to Mr. Pratt for the 
quarries owned by him. 
Not long since 


a party of Chicago capitalists looked 
over The ground and offered 510,000 for 
the farm which has ten acres of lime 
rock on it.

Victor Emmanuel III, 'u-ho, ns his 


oulj- child, succeeds King Humbert 1 
as king of Italy, is now in his thirty- 
first year, having been born Nov. 11, 
1S69. 
He is slight and short of stat- 


ure, though not so short as is generally 
believed, for the nickname "11 rrinci- 
pino" ("the Little 1'rincc") was given 
to him when he was a child nnd denot- 
ed affection as much as description, 
says "the New York Sun. As a matter 
of fact, he was taller than his father 
nnd mother, but did not have, the 
broad shoulders that lent impressive- 
ness to the figures of bis parents when 
they were seated 'or on horseback 
What detracts from the appearance of 
the new king are the abnormally short 
legs, that seem characteristic of bis 
branch of the family.

BARRETT AND LI HUNG. 


Viceroy"* Compliments 1o fiiv 7*TJ't'.1fl- 


ter anil SurciiHiu For n Mis.sioiia ry, 
In seven years' residence in the 


orient John Barrett, ex-United States 
minister to Siaui, formed a persona! 
acquaintance witli Li Hung Chang. In 
discussing the ability of the viceroy to 
clear up the1 present trouble in China 
Sir. Barrett told the, following story of 
his first meeting with Li to a party of 
friends at the Waldorf-Astoria the oth- 
er evening, says the New York Trib- 
une: 


"On my first, leave of absence after 


reaching my post in Siam I inn do n 
trip to China for the purpose of study- 
ing tho great empire. On my way to 
Peking I tarried at Tiou-tsiu to call 
on the famous viceroy. An English 
friend who wns at that time acting .as 
Li's private secretary made all the ar- 
rangements for me to visit him at his 
vamen. I was advised to take an iu- 


the Tenth division, stationed at Naples. 
As a commanding officer he has the 
reputation of being a strict discipli- 
narian and is none too popular among 
the officers, though the soldiers like 
him. 
It is also pretty generally believed 


that he is set in his ways and obstinate 
at times and that no one can move 
him when he has once m.i'clc up his 
mind. This is a dangerous quality in 
a country like Italy, where politics 
more than anywhere else requires con- 
cessions and compromises. It is possible, 
however, tliat King Victor Eramamv 
cl HI will show himself to be a differ- 
ent man in public life from the Prince 
of Naples, just ns his father, King 
Humbert, when he came to the throne, 
disappointed tlic gloomy anticipations 
of those who generalized from his 
youthful excesses. 


Personally very little scandul at- 


taches to the new king. For this his 
delicate health accounts .in part, for 
he has always been keenly awake to 
the necessity that he should live to 
carry on his father's work. 
Courts 


nowadays are not much tlifl'ercnt from 
what they were in past centuries, 
though it is no longer correct form ,to 
dwell on 'their intrigues; and plenty of 
temptations were put in the way of the' 
Italian crown prince. It is very likely 
that he has uot resisted them all, but 
at any rate no great amount of scandal 
hag been attached to his name. 


Four years ago, after many matri- 


monial 
pilgrimages to the various 


courts of Europe, where the Catholic 
princesses would not have him for fear 
of getting into trouble with the pope, 
and where Protestant princesses were 
out of the question, he fouiv3 a wife in 
the handsome daughter of Prince Ni- 
kita of Montenegro, who is now Queen 
Elena of Italy. 
She was willing to 


give up her Greek Orthodox faith for 
the Roman Catholic for the sake of a 
throne. Since their marriage they havo 
kept a good deal to themselves. 
The 


crown princess did not seem to like the 
atmosphere of the Italian court. Very 
little is known of her except that she 
is a beautiful woman and well cdu 
catcd. They have had no children, so 
far. and the heir apparent to the. Ital 
lau throne is now the king's firs 
cousin. TCtuauuele, duke of Aosta, whc 
Is mai'ried to the Duke of Orleans 
Bister. 


terpreter and selected one of the old- 
est missionaries nt Tien-tsin, a man of 
70 years, who had spent the best part 
of his life in China.

"Now, in .China they have a reverse 


method of paying compliments. Here 
we tell a. man that he does not look his 
years, bnt over there the highest com- 
pliment that can lie paid a young man 
is to s:iy that ho looks to be 50 or CO. 
This was one of the Chinese customs 
which 1 did not know at that time. 


"In bringing our interview to a close 


Li turned to his secretary and said: 
" 'Tell the distinguished minister 


from the United States that ho appears 
:o me to be a man of very mature 
years.' 


"Turning toward the gray haired 


missionary, a man able to be-my fa- 
Lher, he said, with a sweep of liis hand: 
."'And this gentleman whorls with 
the distinguished minister, is he the 
minister's son?' 


"It was the acme of clever sarcasm, 


and tho missionary felt the insult deep- 
ly. He got very red and seemed un- 
able to Kit still. 


"After 
Li left us the secretary 


brought out some refreshments. 
He 


poured out two glasses of whisky and 
socln and. knowing that the mission- 
ary never drank intoxicants, fixed n 
glass of plain soda for him. In his 
excitement the missionary picked up 
my whisky and drained it at a gulp 
For n year his fellow missionaries Ir 
Tien-tsin joked him about it, and ht 
was forced to admit that lie had been 
so flustered by Li's sarcasm that hi 
had not noticed the difference." -
